A littli learning is a particularly danger- 


ous thing in connection with comparative 
philology- This was illustrated tho other 
day by an article ia Tho London News on tho 
language of cols. In that article it was as- 
serted that '-the cat has a speech in which all 
tho vowels of tho dog aro found, with six 
consonants into Che bargain—these boir.£ m, 
"i S> h, y, aud f.'1 This assertion, mado as it 
Is of cuts generally, is absurdly untrue. It is 
true, in part, of the tortoise-shell dialect—a 
dialect which is confined to jxirhaps one- 
ninth of tho entire cat family—but even Lho 
tortoise-shell cat does not make use of ''!','' 
and it is doubtful if the tortoise-shell dialect, 
except in regions whore it is soHousJy cor- 
rupted by tbo brindlo patois, the vowol "u" 
exists, 


Tlio purest of all cat dialects is tho black 


wxtdiulect, which bears to other cat dialect* 
tho SUPJB relation that Tuscan bears to tho 
provincial dialects of Italy. Tboro is prac- 
tically only ono dog language, and although 
name 
difluronces 
of 
prononnciatlon dis- 


tinguish the speech of Scotch terriers from 
that of Newfoundland dogs, these differences 
cannot bo regarded as dialects. Now, tho 
dog does not make use of "e," and in- 
asmuch as ail cats except tho tortoiso-sholl 
variety make use of all tho vowels, it is er- 
roneous to nay that tho speech of the cat has 
"ull the vowels of the dot." Tho vowol "o," 
which no dog can pronounce, is tho most 
prominent vowol in the feline word "nicow1' 
—pronounced "mow" in tortoise-shell. Tho 
writer in Tho London News may bo confi- 
dently challenged to produco a sioRlo dog 
capable of being taught to say "meow." 


Cats use the sir oonsouauts abovo men- 


tioned, but they »Iso USB others. Tho word 
"prainoaow," meaning "Hero I am," certainly 
contains tlio consonants "p" and "?." oven if 
wo class tho Dual "w'J as a vowel sound. 
Again, the consonant *V appears iu tho 
familiar expression "<*ua," which is used by 
all oats In moments of oicitemont, but which 
is too profane to bo translated m these col- 
umns. "Meaowl," moaning "Let me In," is 
not bo be confounded with "meow," the sec- 
ond person plural of tho verb meaning "to 
give dinner," and it unmistakably contains 
the letror "I." The word "tuk," which is usually 
pronounced so indistinctly aa to bo frequently 
misunderstood, and 
means, 
"I am ex- 


haustod with tha heat," contains "Jc." Thus 
we sco that the consonants f, g, h, k, 1, m, n, 
p, zt and s all exist in the best catdialect,and 
.in no dialect except that of the tortoise-shell 
cats is nny ODO of those consonants wanting. 
The writer in Tho News has evidently no ac- 
quaintances with any cat dialect, and has 
probably based his assertions upon those of 
some extremely superficial scholar. 


Want of space forbid* the further consid- 


eration of this important and interesting sub- 
ject. 
It may, however, be added that Pro/. 


Wilder, who has recently made a profound 
study of tho curious tortoise-shell dialect, bai 
found in it many resemblances to the Basque, 
and is inclined to regard it, not as a dialect, 
but as a distinct language, in no way related 
to the groat Woodshetido-Baclrfendan fam- 
ily of cat languages.

SHCBAEL W. SMITH. 


The ruthloaa hand of death has re- 


moved another o! Janesville's old settlers 
and prominent and respected citizens 
—Shubael W. Smith, whose death toot 
place at half past one o'clock this after- 
noon, at the home of Mr. Clarence W. 
Jackman, He had been an invalid for 
four or five years, but was not confined to 
his bed until about three weeks ago. His 
last hours were comparatively quiet, and 
the end came without a struggle or a 
pain. 


Mr. Smith was born m Nesv Lisboni 


Otsego county, New York, on Christmas 
day, lbl8. 
He came from Jefferson 


county, New York, to Janesville, in 1843, 
settling Here with the late Timothy 
Jaokman. The 1'irm of .Tnckman & Smith 
was soon afterward established, which 
engaged extensively in tho mercantile 
business and in mamifacturing,UTitil 1854, 
when 
they 
became 
the 
prime 


movers in the organization ot tho Bock 
county bank. From 18-18 to 1854 they 
managed tho well-kLOwn Farmer's mill, 
which, at that time, was one of the most 
flourishing 
manufacturing 
establish- 


ments iu the city. Dunns tho existence 
of the firm o' ,1'ackman & Smith, it waB 
remarkably prosperous. It was distin- 
guished for its unlapging enterprise and 
unshaken integrity. In 1865, when the 
present Bock County National bank was 
organized, Mr. Smith became one of 
its officers, and tor 
a 
long time 


ho held the office of president. 
He was 


a sagacious financier, conservative, far- 
seeidg, and always enjoyed the utmost 
confidence ot the public. 
The firm of 


Jacknian & Smith built the handsome 
block m which the bank is located, and 
is an honorable monument to tho enter- 
prise and success of these men. Through

they remained firm in business and never 
lost the esteem o£ their fellow-citizens- 
The partnership of Jackmau & Smith 
continued until 1SG8, when [it was dis- 
solved by tho death ot the senior part- 
ner.

The body of Mr. A. L. Stearna, who 


committed suicide on Sunday evening, 
April 20th, by jumping into Rock river 
from Milwaukee street bridge, was found 
at eight o'clock this morning in ths marsh 
at the foot of Cherry street, and about a 
quarter ot a mile from the "Big Bock," 
by Messrs. Wm. Mouroo and George 
Barlow, who have been prosecuting the 
search by direction of the mayor. 
The 


body was lying in the water, face down, 
and nothing but the shoulders appeared 
above water; the feet appeared to be fast 
in tho mud. 
Tlie body, according to 


Mr. Monroe's statement, was en the north 
bank of tho river proper, but owing to 
the overflow of 
tho 
low 
limd • at 


this 
point, 
was 
about 
a 
quarter 


of a mile from the shore. The body was 
towed down to the "Big Rock," and 
Mayor Bichardsou and Marshal Hogan 
were notified. A wagon was procured 
from the undertaking establishment of 
V7. H. Ashcraft i: Son, and the remains 
conveyed to their establishment. Justice 
A. D. Wickham was notified, and by hi« 
direction acoronor'a jury waa summoned, 
consisting of Messrs. A. P. Bennett, W. 
Grove, T. Casey, H, F. Notboum, \V, H. 
Bonesteel, and John Conroy, who, after 
viewing tho body, repaired to Justice 
Wiokham's oflico for tho purpose of hold- 
ing an inquest, The body appeared iu 
very bad shape; tho face being somewhat 
disfigured by moving on the bottom of 
the river, was considerably bloated, and 
tho exposed parts were covered with 
mud. 


Justice Wiokham only took tho testi- 


mony of five witnesses—Dr. L. J. Bar- 
rows, aud Messrs. Charles Stearns, son 
of the deceased, F. 8. Winslow, A. P. 
Bennett and Wm. Monroe—notlung^dil- 
ferent from what has already been pub- 
lished was brought to light by the evi- 
dence, and the [jury returned a verdict 
that—"Wo find that he cams to his death, 
by drowning in Bock river, in the city of 
Janesville, on the eveningrof April 20tL[ 
1884, and that he was of unsound mind 
at the time of drowning."

Unprofitable t-iervuntH 


At one of the best hotels in one of the 


best towns on the LaCrosso division ol 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul road. 
one morning this week, the guests, who 
wanted to tako the 7:10 morning train 
for Milwaukee, were called at 5:45 for 
breakfast, and landed at the depot halt 
an hour in advance of the arrival of tho 
train.
